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WORLD  WOOL  OUTPUT  DOWN  SLIGHTLY 
IN  1976;  1975  TRADE  UP  SHARPLY  ^,0^ 


Summary 

The  rapid  buildup  of  burdensome  woolstocks  since  1973 
in  the  main  producer-exporting  countries  had  all  but 
disappeared  by  mid-1976  through  larger  exports  to 
replenish  low  stocks  in  the  consuming  countries. 

The  sharp  upturn  in  world  consumption  during  1975  in 
almost  all  the  major  Western  industrialized  countries  and 
the  associated  rise  in  prices  were  attributable  both  to 
general  economic  recovery  and  the  swing  back  to  natural 
fibers — factors  that  have  enabled  wool  to  regain  some  of 
the  loss  sustained  to  manmade  fibers  during  1973/74. 

Fashion  trends  during  the  early  stages  of  the  recovery 
directed  mill  usage  heavily  towards  the  coarser  and  medium 
grades  (carding  and  crossbred  wools)  as  opposed  to  the 
more  costly  fine  combing  wools  used  in  worsted  and 
apparel  manufacture.  This  resulted  in  the  continued 
accumulation  of  fine  wool  stocks  in  some  of  the  principal 
producing  countries. 

Also,  since  late  1975  the  usage  of  manmade  fibers  has 
staged  a  strong  comeback  because  of  the  continuous  rise  in 
prices  for  raw  wool.  However,  the  demand  for  manmade 
fibers  has  encountered  strong  price  resistance  from  the 
wool  textile  industry  as  manmade  fiber  producers  tried  to 
recoup  some  of  their  rising  costs. 

Production 

World  wool  production  in  1976  (including  the  1976/77 
season  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere)  is  estimated  at 
2,455,500'  tons,  down  slightly  from  the  2.481,100  tons 
produced  in  1975.  The  smaller  clips  in  Australia  and  the 
USSR  were  caused  by  adverse  weather  conditions,  which 
reduced  the  number  shorn  and  more  than  offset  the  small 
production  increases  recorded  in  Argentina,  South  Africa, 
and  New  Zealand.

North  America.  Production  continues  to  decline.  Wool 
production  in  1976  is  estimated  at  58,000  tons,  or  about 
one-half  the  mid-1960's  level  of  155,000  tons. 

U.S.  wool  production  in  1976  is  estimated  at  53,000  tons 
(including  pulled  wool,  greasy  basis),  6,000  tons  less  than  in 
1975.  This  is  the  16th  consecutive  year  of  declining  wool 
production  in  the  United  States — a  result  of  the  continuing 
downward  trend  in  sheep  numbers  on  farms. 

South  America.  Production  reversed  its  steady 
downward  trend  in  1975.  The  1976  forecast  is  tentatively 
placed  at  320,000  tons,  compared  with  3 12,000  tons  in  1975 
and  377,000  tons  in  1965. 

Wool  production  in  Argentina  in  forecast  at  200,000 
tons,  compared  with  190,000  tons  in  1975.  A  slightly  larger 
clip  is  also  forecast  for  Peru  this  season,  whereas  the  clips  in 
Brazil  and  Uruguay  are  expected  to  be  down  a  little. 

Europe.  Production  in  Western  Europe  is  estimated  at 
148.000  tons,  virtually  unchanged  from  the  147,000  tons 
produced  in  1975.  The  slightly  larger  clips  in  Greece, 
Portugal,  France,  and  West  Germany  more  than  offset  the 
declines  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Ireland.  Production  in 
Spain  shows  no  change  from  the  29,000  tons  produced  in 
1975.  Also,  the  trend  of  gradual  replacement  of  sheep 
flocks  in  Spain  by  cattle  is  expected  to  continue. 

In  Eastern  Europe  (excluding  the  USSR)  production  is 
estimated  to  equal  the  1975  level  of  lOl.OOOtons.  The  larger 
clips  estimated  for  Poland  and  the  German  Democratic 
Republic  (GDR)  were  offset  by  smaller  clips  estimated  for 
Bulgaria,  Hungary,  Romania,  and  Yugoslavia.  Production 
in  the  USSR  is  estimated  at  459,000  tons,  compared  with 
the  1975  record  of  463,000  tons.  The  reduction  was  the 
result  of  adverse  weather  that  reduced  numbers  on  farms. 
As  of  January  1,  1976,  numbers  on  farms  totaled  147.1 
million  head,  compared  with  151.2  million  in  1975.  A 
further  decline  occurred  during  1976,  with  numbers  on 
farms  dropping  to  144.9  million  as  of  January  1, 
1977 — indicative  of  another  small  clip  for  1977. 


Africa.  Production  in  1976  is  estimated  at  136,000 
tons — up  slightly  from  the  134,000  tons  produced  in  1975. 
Both  Morocco  and  South  Africa  produced  larger  clips  than 
in  1975 — a  resuh  of  increased  yields  and  larger  numbers  on 
farms. 

Asia.  Total  production  in  1976  is  estimated  at  194,000 
tons — up  slightly  from  the  190,000  tons  produced  in  1975. 
All  producing  countries  in  this  area  except  Syria  are 
expected  to  record  small  gains.  Production  in  this  country 
is  expected  to  approximate  the  1975  level  of  14,000  tons. 

Oceania.  Production  for  1976  is  tentatively  estimated  at 
1 ,040,000  tons — down  3  percent  from  the  previous  season's 
level  of  1,069,000  tons.  This  area  still  produces  slightly  over 
42  percent  of  the  world's  wool,  compared  with  44  percent 
during  the  1970-74  period. 

Production  in  New  Zealand  is  estimated  at  3 15,000  tons, 
compared  with  312,000  tons  produced  in  1975 — a  result  of 
higher  yields  per  head  and  the  upturn  in  sheep  numbers  on 
farms.  Numbers  on  farms  as  of  June  30,  1976,  totaled  55.3 
milHon  head,  compared  with  54.8  million  in  1975  and  55.9 
miUion  in  1974. 

The  first  official  forecast  for  wool  production  in 
Australia  for  the  1976-77  season,  (by  the  Wool  Production 
Forecasting  Committee  in  mid-July  1976)  was  for  724,900 
tons.  This  forecast  was  revised  downward  to  706,200  tons 
in  mid-September  and  raised  to  724,900  tons  in  mid- 
December.  The  committee  will  review  this  estimate  in  early 
April  1977. 

Drought  reduced  both  the  number  shorn  and  average 
yield  per  head.  The  number  of  sheep  on  farms  as  of 
March  31,  1976,  totaled  149.1  million  head,  compared  with 
151.6  milHon  in  1975  and  145.2  million  in  1974.  Poor 
lambing,  abnormally  high  death  losses  because  of  the 
severe  drought,  and  record  export  shipments  of  live  sheep 
for  slaughter  to  the  Middle  East  indicate  a  further  drop  in 
numbers  on  farms.  This  should  result  in  a  furtherdecline  in 
shorn  wool  production  for  the  1977/78  season. 

Some  Australian  trade  forecasts  indicate  that  sheep 
numbers  on  farms  as  of  March  31,  1977,  will  drop  to  138 
million  head,  or  the  lowest  since  the  mid-1950's. 


Trade 

The  upturn  in  world  economic  activity  during  late  1975 
and  early  1976  led  to  marked  recovery  in  world  trade  for 
raw  wool  as  manufacturers  moved  back  into  the  market  to 
rebuild  depleted  stocks.  As  export  trade  momentun  grew, 
the  accumulated  stocks  of  the  coarser  and  medium  types  of 
wool  in  the  major  producer-exporting  countries  soon 
disappeared,  resulting  in  a  supply/ demand  inbalance  and 
soaring  prices. 

The  successive  adjustments  in  the  foreign  exchange  rates, 
the  partial  elimination  of  the  export  duties  in  South 
America,  and  the  currency  devaluations  in  Australia.  New- 
Zealand,  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  played  a 
dramatic  role  in  aiding  export  sales. 


World  exports  in  1975,  at  1,258,000  tons-actual  weight, 
were  almost  25  percent  larger  than  the  1973  low  levd  of 
1,011,000  tons.  Almost  90  percent  of  all  wool  entering 
export  channels  still  originates  from  the  five  major 
producing  countries  (Australia,  New  Zealand,  Argentina. 
South  Africa,  and  Uruguay)  in  the  South  Hemisphere. 
Virtually  all  of  this  wool  is  shipped  to  countries  in  the 
Northern  Hemisphere. 

World  imports  in  1975  rose  to  1,073,000  tons  from 
927,000  tons  in  1974.  The  European  Community  (EC), 
Japan,  and  the  USSR  accounted  for  80  percent  of  total 
imports  in  1975.  The  large  stocks  in  free-trade  zones  and 
customs  bonded  warehouses  in  Western  Europe  and  the 
United  States  account  for  most  of  the  difference  in  the  data 
shown  between  world  imports  and  exports.  The  Australian 
Wool  Corporation,  which  had  about  135.000  bales  in 
overseas  storage  as  of  July  1,  1976,  has  announced  plans  to 
increase  the  level  of  stocks  held  in  the  United  States  and 
Western  Europe  and  to  acquire  storage  facilities  for 
180,000  bales  in  Japan  during  1977. 

North  America.  North  America  is  a  net  importer  of  raw- 
wool,  with  all  principal  countries  showing  gains  in  1975. 
U.S.  imports  rose  to  19,000  tons  from  15,000  tons  in  1974. 

South  America.  Exports  continue  to  predominate  in  the 
wool  trade  of  South  America.  Argentina  and  Uruguay  are 
the  two  major  producer-exporters  in  South  America.  Their 
combined  exports  accounted  for  almost  80  percent  of 
South  American  shipments  and  represented  1 1  precent  of 
world  exports  in  1975.  Export  shipments  from  these  two 
producer-exporters  in  calendar  1976  probably  will  drop 
significantly  as  a  result  of  depleted  stocks.  On  October  1, 
1976,  Argentina  further  reduced  export  duties  and  adjusted 
the  currency  parities  for  wool. 

Europe.  Europe  is  the  largest  importer  of  wool  in  the 
wo  rid,  accounting  for  56  percent  of  the  world's  total 
imports.  Additionally,  exports  of  raw  wool,  wool  tops,  and 
reexports  of  wool  pulled  from  imported  pelts  are  important 
to  some  countries. 

Western  Europe's  imports  of  raw  wool  in  1975  totaled 
525,000  tons  and  represented  49  percent  of  total  worid 
imports.  The  EC  is  both  the  world's  and  the  area's  largest 
importer.  Individual  EC  members  export  fairiy  large 
quantities  of  wool  tops  and  raw  wool  of  domestic  origin, 
and  France  reexports  significant  quantities  of  raw  wool 
pulled  from  imported  pelts.  Exports  from  Spain  are  shorn 
or  pulled  wool  from  animals  of  domestic  origin. 

Eastern  Europe  is  a  net  importer  of  raw  wool.  The  major 
importers  are  Yugoslavia.  Poland.  Czechoslovakia,  and 
the  GDR. 

The  USSR  continues  to  be  a  net  importer  of  raw  wool, 
despite  the  upward  trend  of  domestic  production.  Exports 
show  a  steady  downward  trend  and  still  consist  mainly  of 
imported  wool  reshipped  to  countries  in  Western  Europe. 

Africa.  Africa  is  a  net  wool  exporter.  South  Africa  is  the 
major  producer-e.xporter  in  this  region,  with  exports  of 
70,000  tons  in  1975,  compared  with  96,000  tons  in  1974. 
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Shipments  from  South  Africa  in  calendar  1976  are  likely  to 
equal  those  for  1975,  since  there  has  been  virtually  no 
change  in  export  availabilities. 

Asia.  Asia  is  a  net  wool  importer  because  Japan  is  the 
world's  second  largest  importer,  exceeded  only  by  the  EC. 
Exports  are  important  to  such  countries  as  Pakistan,  India, 
Syria,  Iraq,  Afghanistan,  and  the  People's  Republic  of 
China  (PRC). 

Japan's  imports  during  1975  totaled  230,000  tons— up 
sharply  from  the  163,000  tons  in  1974,  but  still  30  percent 
below  the  annual  average  of  320,000  tons  for  the  1969-73 
period.  The  sharp  decline  in  imports  during  1974  was  the 
result  of  the  substantial  drop  in  mill  usage  caused  by  the 
most  severe  economic  recession  since  World  War  II. 
Normally,  Japan  accounts  for  about  75  percent  of  the 
area's  total  imports  and  about  25  percent  of  the  world  total. 
Other  Asian  importers  include  India,  Iran,  the  Republic  of 
China  (Taiwan),  the  Republic  of  Korea,  Lebanon,  Syria, 
and  Turkey. 

Oceania.  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  the  world's  two 
largest  producer-exporters,  in  1975/76  accounted  for  50 
percent  and  21  percent,  respectively,  of  total  world  wool 
exports.  Australia's  exports  rose  to  628,000  tons  in  1975/76 
from  496,000  tons  in  1974/75,  but  were  still  17  percent 
below  the  1969/  70  high  of  754,000  tons.  Larger  takings  by 
the  EC,  Japan,  the  Republic  of  South  Korea,  and  the 
United  States  accounted  for  most  of  the  gain  from  the 
previous  year.  Early  export  forecasts  by  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  indicate  that  shipments  for  the 
1976/77  season  will  be  in  excess  of  700,000  tons. 

New  Zealand  exports  rose  to  269,000  tons  in  1975/76 
from  219,000  tons  in  1974/75,  but  were  still  15  below  the 
1971/72  high  of  315,000  tons.  Larger  shipments  to  Japan, 
the  EC,  the  United  States,  the  USSR,  Poland,  the  RepubUc 
of  Korea,  the  Republic  of  China,  and  the  PRC  accounted 
for  most  of  the  increase  over  1974/75.  As  a  result  of  smaller 
export  availabilities,  export  shipments  for  the  1976/77 
season  could  drop  at  least  5  percent. 

Consumption 

World  wool  consumption  in  1975  totaled  1,298,000 
tons — clean  basis — 2  percent  larger  than  the  1974  level  of 
1,270,000  tons,  but  still  significantly  below  the  1969  high  of 
1,604,000  tons.  Partial  estimates  indicate  that  world  wool 
consumption  in  1976  rose  at  least  8  percent  from 
1975— totaling  between  1,400,000  and  1,425,000  tons,  or 
approximating  the  1973  level  of  1,413,000  tons. 

The  upsurge  in  mill  usuage  of  wool  was  directly 
associated  with  both  the  general  economic  recovery  and 


fashion  trends  indicating  a  shift  in  consumer  preference 
toward  natural  fibers  such  as  wool.  The  timing  of  the 
recovery  varied  considerably  from  country  to  country  and 
was  more  marked  in  some  than  in  others.  The  U  nited  States 
lead  the  recovery  in  early  1975,  followed  by  West  Germany 
and  Japan  later  in  the  year.  Also,  the  change  in  fashion 
trends  featuring  virgin  wool  and  blended  woolen 
manufactures  increased  the  demand  for  raw  wool. 

In  the  initial  stages  of  recovery  the  wool  textile  industry's 
uptake  of  raw  materials  was  confined  to  virgin  wool, 
enabhng  it  to  regain  some  losses  it  sustained  to  manmade 
fibers  prior  to  1975.  As  a  percent  of  all  materials  consumed 
by  the  industry  during  1975,  virgin  wool  accounted  for 
almost  34  percent,  compared  with  the  1974  low  of  30 
percent,  45  percent  during  the  early  I970's  and  60  percent 
during  the  1950's. 

The  use  of  manmade  fibers  by  the  wool  textile  indust  ry  in 
1975  dropped  to  51  percent  from  the  1974  high  of  54 
percent,  compared  with  slightly  over  40  percent  during  the 
early  1970'sand  10  percent  during  the  1950's.  Since  the  first 
quarter  of  1976,  the  downtrend  in  the  percentage  usage  of 
manmade  fibers  has  turned  upward.  This  was  the  resuh  of 
the  continuous  rise  in  prices  for  the  medium  and  coarser 
types  of  wools. 

Outlook 

Stocks  of  wool  tops  in  the  major  industrialized  countries 
are  approaching  the  prerecessionary  1973  levels.  This  rapid 
buildup  is  the  result  of  the  chain  reaction  from  sluggish 
sales  activity  at  retail,  causing  contract  delivery  orders  from 
woolen  manufacturers  to  be  rescheduled,  canceled,  and 
even  resold  to  another  buyer.  In  addition,  the  rising  level  of 
imported  woolen  manufactures  from  developing  countries 
has  caused  considerable  alarm  in  some  industrialized 
nations  that  may  result  in  new  and/ or  further  restrictions 
on  the  volume  imported.  Also,  the  slowdown  in  economic 
recovery,  and  uncertainties  as  to  the  duration  of  the 
slowdown,  poses  serious  problems  for  the  wool  textile 
industry. 

Actual  consumption  of  virgin  wool  turned  down  during 
the  second  quarter  of  1976,  with  prospects  indicating 
further  quarterly  declines  possibly  well  into  1977.  Fashion 
trends  indicate  that  wool  should  remain  in  a  favorable 
competitive  position  with  other  fibers.  World  production  is 
expected  to  decline  in  1977;  whereas,  stocks  in  consuming 
countries  are  expected  to  increase  slightly  from  the  1976 
levels,  and  there  is  a  distinct  possibility  of  some  stock 
rebuilding  in  countries  producing  coarse  and  and  medium 
grades  and  of  further  accumulation  of  stocks  in  countries 
producing  fine  wools.
